County Sheriff's Department to aid in the search. Three 
dogs searched the interior of the school while four dogs 
searched the parking lot. 

"School administrators are leading the dogs and 
officers around the school and random classrooms are 
chosen to be searched/' said Devoll. ''Then, we ask the 
students to go out into the halls while the classroom is 
being searched.

as possible to their education. We want students in the 
building for the right reasons/' 

The drug searches are announced over the 
loudspeaker and teachers are instructed to keep students 
in the classroom and to keep teaching while officers and 
dogs search the building. When the search is complete, 
a phone call is made to the families of the students to 
notify them that it was conducted. 

"The feedback for the program has always been 
good/' said Devoll. ''When we first started, I got a lot of 
phone calls of support from parents."

No drugs were found 
inside the school building.

We 
don't go into a drug search thinking we want to catch a 
good amount of kids. It's just routine. We think we've 
got a great school and we just want to make sure we are 
providing that safe atmosphere." 

Fungi Fun!

As the days get a bit colder and the air more 
crisp, the leaves tumble down from their loft perches and 
blanket the ground. It's autumn in New England, a time 
when our thoughts turn to apples, pumpkins, Halloween 
and mushrooms. Wait, mushrooms? 

On Saturday, October 6, the Rochester Land Trust 
led their first "mushroom walk," where residents were 
invited to join local mushroom expert Wesley Price for an 
afternoon of exploration and education on fungus. 

Price, a construction field supervisor, first became 
interested in mushrooms while on a walk through the 
woods one day. 

"I was just out taking a walk and I had one of 
those epiphanies that everything is connected," said 
Price. "Fungi, at the base ecological level, are what's 
necessary for nutrient cycling in the forest. They are what 
connects everything in a lot of ecologies."

began with a fondness for Smurfs when he was younger. 

The woods by Church's Field on Mattapoisett 
Road served as the ecological stage for Saturday's walk. 
Over 20 people attended, many from surrounding towns 
like Middleboro, Marion and Mattapoisett. 

'T love mushrooms. I don't know much about 
them, but they're really cool," said Zane Ham, a 
youngster who went on the walk. 'T love being outside. 
I'm all about nature." 

Ham had collected about thirty seemingly 
different varieties, but with over 5,000 species of 
mushrooms in the United States alone, and many of 
which look similar, identifying them can be a trick. 

After the walk, people took the mushrooms 
they'd collected back to the roadside to learn about what 
they had found. Over 100 samples were laid out on the 
tailgate of Price's truck. He also brought with him over a 
dozen different photo-identification books, but still hit a 
wall with naming a few mysteries species. 

"The better understanding everybody has about 
the ecology around them, they more likely they are to 
treat our environment better," he said. 

Norene Hartley of the Rochester Land Trust was 
very pleased with the turnout for the day. 

"This was a good year for mushrooms," she said. 
"We wanted people to feel free to come out, take a walk 
and enjoy being outside." 

She added that the Church Field property is 
always open to the public for walks and exploration. 

With such a strong attendance. Hartley said that 
there's the possibility the Rochester Land Trust will be 
having another mushroom walk in the spring. 

"If you guys have one, I'd love to be here to do 
it," said Price.

raises $500 for families in need. 

"On average, we are able to help about 3-4 
families each year/' said Price. "In addition to the 
donated items, we also get a lot of monetary donations 
before the sale. We've got fabulous support. People are 
very generous with us all the time." 

Price said the money raised goes towards a lot 
of expenses that many people would otherwise forget 
about if they weren't in the midst of receiving cancer 
treatment. Families traveling back and forth to Boston for 
procedures need gas money or train money. Additionally, 
spending long days in hospitals, families need money for 
food. 

"The Community Cancer Care Fund gives 
these families money for gas, food and other things the 
insurance won't pay for.

Bay Scalloping Season to Begin Early 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

The Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen voted to 
open the recreational Bay Scalloping Season two weeks 
earlier in order to take advantage of the upcoming 
weekends for shell fishing. The decision was made at the 
board's regular meeting on Tuesday, October 9 in Town 
Hall. 

The original start of the 2012 Bay Scalloping 
season was scheduled for November 1 for both 
recreational and commercial fishers. November 1 is 
later than the traditional mid-October start, but Shellfish 
Warden Kathy Massey had several reasons for delaying 
the season. 

Massey said because the scallops reproduce in 
the summer, they need the month of October to grow. 
Also, water temperatures are not quite cool enough to 
yield the highest amount of scallops. Right now the water 
temperature is around 55 degrees. 

'The cooler the water is, the better,'' said Massey.

Department of Marine Fisheries has granted the town 
access to open the season now, so the town is granting 
limited harbor access for recreational scalloping two 
weeks early. 

For recreational bay scalloping in the inner 
harbor, the season will begin on Friday, October 12.

for a new facility since quarters in the current station are 
extremely tight. 

"Every square inch is being utilized/' said 

Murray. 

Additionally, the town will need to purchase a 
new engine in two years after buying a new one just a 
few months ago to replace Engine 1. A series of upgrades 
were made to the current station, including new windows 
and doors, as well as new landscaping and new parking 
lot pavement. Still, there is not enough space for the 
department. 

Murray's second priority behind the new building 
is to increase the number of firefighters. Both Murray 
and the board cited busy schedules for residents and 
lack of financial incentive. Murray said he is allotted 
$80,000 each year to pay 36 community firefighters. Some 
firefighters can receive as little as $18 a run, he said. 

Another hurdle in bringing on new firefighters is 
the cost to conduct physicals for each new employee the 
department hires. It costs approximately $240 for each 
new hire to be examined, and that does not include the 
cost of tuition to the academy. Last year, the department 
hired six new firefighters and spent $1,500 on their 
physicals. Murray said he has lost nearly six officers out 
of the department since then for various reasons. 

Mattapoisett Council on Aging Executive Director 
Jacqueline Coucci informed the board of the group's new 
Outreach Coordinator Kathleen DeMello. DeMello began 
working last week. 

"We are looking to enhance outreach services and 
target those who are homebound," said Coucci. 

The council has also increased transportation 
services, making all rides that stay within Mattapoisett $1. 
The council also added additional trips to the Dartmouth 
Mall and Wareham Crossing.

opportunities we've had to talk to with the Planning 
Board and other officials in Rochester, as well as people 
from the neighborhood. Fm now happy to say we've 
submitted our site plan and we think what we've put 
together here is a design that achieves the purpose 
and need of our clients, and even more importantly, is 
a design that's well suited to the environment where 
we want to put this project," said Steve Moffett of TRC 
Engineering. 

The plan calls for slight re-grading of the area, 
removal of some trees, and the installation of several 
storm water basins that would maintain all local 
precipitation within the site.

it with grasses that would need to be mowed. It seems 
counterintuitive to have a solar panel array that requires 
fossil fuels to be used for maintenance/' said Planning 
Board member Susan Teal. 

Moffett said that part of the original plans 
suggested planting clover, but the idea had since 
been abandoned. The main concern was providing 
landscaping that would also act as erosion control in the 
event of precipitation. 

''My concern is whatever you put there has to be 
appealing to the neighborhood. I feel as though it should 
be maintained to some degree so it doesn't get out of 
hand," said Board member Gary Florindo. 

"I'm not liking the location of the berm. I think 
it needs to be pushed back. With the amount of snow 
coming in, that's a snow fence," said Planning Board 
chairman Arnold Johnson, who felt that it was too close to 
the edge of the road. 

Florindo then suggested that the company mark 
the dimensions of the berm, followed by another site visit 
by the Planning Board.

Adequate Yearly Progress (AYP) to the Progress and 
Performance Index (PPI) for school assessment. 

Her presentation demonstrated the process for 
calculating PPI, which involves measuring the proficiency 
gap, dividing it by two, and adding it to the school's 
baseline. The figure resulting from this calculation is the 
goal for each school to complete by the 2016-2017 school 
year. 

PPI is a departure from AYP in that each school 
will have its own goal (reducing the proficiency gap 
by half by the target date). Under the previous system 
of AYP, schools were expected to meet 100 percent 
proficiency by the 2013-2014 school year.

PPI is calculated over the course of four years, 
with each successive year carrying more weight. Because 
of the poor 2011 MCAS scores, Sippican Elementary 
School's PPI score falls short of its target of 75 by two 
points. This classifies Sippican Elementary as a Level Two 
school. 

''You're carrying the weight of the past years into 
the future," Frangos said. 

She will continue her presentation on PPI at the 
next meeting of the Committee, when she will discuss the 
PPI data for each grade level and content area. 

Rania Lavranos, Co-Chairman of VASE, sought 
approval from the Committee for a gift card fundraiser 
The fundraiser would allow for community members 
to purchase gift cards from over 500 popular retailers 
through Sippican Elementary, which would receive a 
portion of the sales. 

The fundraiser was approved unanimously. 

VASE is also seeking new members, particularly 
parents who would be interested in serving as the Co- 
Chairmen next year.

Superintendent Doug White began the meeting with 
his report. He highlighted newly released information 
from the state regarding MCAS. According to the new 
numbers, the entire Old Rochester district has consistently 
scored above the state averages in reading, math, and 
science. A special presentation detailing the MCAS was 
scheduled but due to the lack of a digital projector, was 
postponed until November's meeting.

''It's a great way to understand adolescents and 
how they're growing up, as well as how to deal with the 
concerns they have or their friends have," she said. 

Then, Dr. Moira Rodgers, RMS principal, gave her 

report. 

"One of the most dramatic things that happened 
in the past month was the lock-down the building had on 
September 11. It just reinforced for me the virtues of being 
prepared," Rodgers said. 

She spoke with Police Chief Magee about the 
procedures for safely responding to dangerous situations. 
They had discussed holding a lock-down drill in October. 

"There were no safety threats to the children or 
the community, but I have to say I was very impressed 
with the staff and student response. It was truly 
impressive that the people followed the protocol and 
managed the situation perfectly." 

She added that better walkie-talkies would help 
the staff stay in better contact with one another during 
emergency situations. 

"As principal, it was apparent to me that that's 
a real need, as well as contact out on the recess field," 
Rodgers said.

Creating new ways to use technology to educate is 
something that the staff has largely supported and 
embraced. 

"We're definitely looking to share all of our 
resources, talents and skills/' he said. "We're having a 
parent night in November, but w^e're working on dates. 
We're trying to get the community involved, get the 
schools involved." 

After the Committee approved the minutes from 
past meetings. White offered his financial update. 

"As of the end of the month, we have $477,626 
remaining, which is 8.57% of the budget remaining," he 
said. 

White bullet-pointed a few line items on the 
budget report. 

"As you know, one of the areas that jumps out is 
the principal's line. That is actually a result of us having 
an outgoing principal and incoming principal," he said, 
which required RMS to pay out a larger amount of salary 
due to the overlap. 

He noted savings resulting from the shuffling 
of personnel around the district and from a new 
transportation contract for students who attend Bristol 
Agricultural High School. 

"We have also had some students who may have 
some needs that aren't being met by this budget," he said. 
"Building the budget on what you know compared to

the soul! It almost takes the sting out of the fact that the 
harbor will begin to empty soon. 

My New Year got even better when I was 
contacted by Gerry Rosen to help a group of East Marion 
citizens forge a more physical kind of connection to the 
rest of the town. When we bought our home in East 
Marion we knew we would miss cooking with natural 
gas and knew that heating our home would be more 
expensive with oil than it had been in the village, but 
didn't give it much thought. Fm glad to tell you that we 
have more active citizens who are willing to challenge the 
status quo and attempting to connect East Marion to the 
rest of the town and share the access to natural gas that 
you might enjoy today. 

Natural gas is a cleaner burning fuel and roughly 
50 percent cheaper to use to heat your home and 70 
percent cheaper than propane. This represents a sizeable 
chunk in a typical household budget. Candidly, this is 
the primary reason why I want natural gas to come down 
Jenna Drive. However, burning natural gas instead of 
heating oil also produces 50 percent lower carbon dioxide 
emissions and, as a sailor, I know that in some very small 
way using natural gas might help prevent future oil spills 
like the one in 2003 that dumped 98,000 gallons of fuel 
along 53 miles of western Buzzards Bay shoreline. 

At present about 700 homes in Marion, or roughly 
a third, do not have access to natural gas. NSTAR is 
currently working on an economic and engineering

analysis to see if the extension is worth their while. My 
hunch is that the analysis is a result of active prompting 
from the East Marion Natural Gas Committee which has 
studied all the possible ways of hooking up East Marion, 
including a separate gas cooperative modeled after 3,700 
successful rural utilities currently providing gas, water, 
sewage and electricity to their cooperative members. We 
don't think of ourselves as a rural community but our 
density and other measures qualify us for this possibility. 
This volunteer group from East Marion has the skilled 
technical and professional leadership necessary to make 
this happen, but the hope is that NSTAR moves promptly 
forward with their own extension. 

The best way to move this forward is for every 
East Marion resident to send an email to Gerry Rosen at 
tigereye2@comcast.net and say simply ''We want natural 
gas at our home." That simple expression of interest is 
what moves us closer to having NSTAR extending the 
gas lines that already serve most of the town. We, who 
will choose to hook up now, will likely have to pay either 
a modestly higher gas rate or other fee for acquiring

An Escape from 
Communist Hungary: 
Chiodi's Story 

There was one 
quote that rang in the ears of 
Hungarian-born Charles Chiodi 
when a gun was pointed in 
his face 56 years ago as he was 
trying to escape his homeland. 
They were the last words his 
mother ever spoke to him just a 
few years before. 

"No matter how bad life is, there is always 
sunshine behind the clouds/' Chiodi said repeating his 
mother's wisdom. 

Chiodi led his family to safety in 1956 when 
they fled Hungary to escape the Comminist regime. It 
was a long, strenuous journey that eventually landed the 
family in the United States, and ultimately in Marion. 
Now, after a life full of adventure, Chiodi is sharing 
his story, a book of memoirs entitled There is Always 
Sunshine Behind the Clouds. 

'Tt didn't start as a book," said Chiodi. 'T used 
to make notes and my anecdotes eventually became a 
book." 

In front of a captivated 
audience at the Little Neck 
Village clubhouse in Marion, 
Chiodi shared his life story. The 
year was 1956 and there was 
a Communist Revolution in 
Chiodi' s native Hungary. As 
the Russian troops planned to 
invade, there was a six- week time 
span for the Hungarians to get to 
safety. 

"Tens of thousands of 
families left," he said. "And 
those who stayed there, wished 
they left." 

Within weeks, the Russians had transformed the 
once beautiful Hungarian landscape into a prison. Land 
mines, barbwire, dogs and guns were all implemented in 
order to prevent refugees from escaping. 

Charles took his wife Violetta, and two children 
Charles Jr. and Letty, bought a bag of candy to keep the 
children quiet, took a bus to Hungary's western border 
and set out on foot to safety in Austria; a dangerous, yet 
necessary journey. 

"Every night we saw truckloads of people 
being caught," said Chiodi. "Children were taken 
by the government so they could be raised as good 
Communists." 

The Chiodi family thought they were safe as 
they approached the Austrian border. However, a 
Hungarian guard pointed a gun in Charles' face asking 
where he was headed. In that fleeting moment, one 




thought popped into his mind. 

"I thought that I might as well say goodbye to 
them," he said, thinking he might never see his family 
again. 

But a cry from one of his children for candy 
gave the soldier a change of heart. After agreeing to 
never disclose the soldier's information if the family was 
stopped and asked who let them through, the Chiodi' s 
finally crossed the border into Austria and into freedom. 

"We got down and kissed the ground," Charles 

said. 

From the border, the family hopped on a train to 
Vienna, and then they boarded a train to Italy. Thanks 
to the generosity of the Old Parish Church in Hingham, 
MA who sponsored the family, they were able to fly to 
the United States to start their new lives. The day after 
Christmas in 1956, the family landed at Kennedy Airport 
and was taken to New Jersey for a brief holding period. 

From New Jersey, the family ended up in 
Hingham in a house provided by the church sponsors, 
before eventually moving to Rockland and settling in 
Marion, where they currently reside. 

Perhaps even more difficult than their journey to 
the States, was adapting to American culture. According 
to Chiodi, learning the English language was extremely 
difficult. 

"Once you left Hungary, you 
were stuck with your Hungarian 
language," he said. "No one 
else spoke it. It's hard to start a 
life when you don't speak the 
language." 

But a language barrier 
never kept Chiodi from being 
successful. After a three- week 
crash course in English, he 
earned his driver's license and 
bought a car. He earned his 
first job in America in a dark 
room developing photographs 
for a newspaper. From there, he opened up his own 
advertisement agency. 

Still, something was missing. 
"I wasn't too into advertising because I had to 
lie to make a living," he said. 

In his free time, one of Chiodi' s favorite hobbies 
was sailing. He joined various yacht and boating clubs, 
and even built his own boat with three hulls. Writing 
about sailing and traveling the world seemed like the 
perfect career choice, so Chiodi launched Multihulls 
magazine. For 35 years, the magazine was published in 
104 countries before he pulled the plug on the operation 
due to money. 

But, for the Hungarian refugee, husband, father 
of five, grandfather, journalist and world traveler, he has 
no regrets. 

"I had my fun. I had enough writing. I had 
enough sailing. I was pleased with my life," he said.

Frankenweenie. With the voices of Martin Short and 
Winona Ryder. Directed by Tim Burton. Running time: 
87 minutes. MPAA rating: PG. 

Imagine this: You're working for a huge family- 
friendly conglomerate. You direct a half-hour film to be 
shown before a re-release of one of the conglomerate's 
classic movies. The conglomerate hates your film and 
fires you. Twenty-eight years later, the same conglomerate 
hands you $39 million to remake the same film they hat- 
ed, in 3D stop-motion. They even let you make it in black 
and white. This, of course, is the story of Tim Burton, 
who made a short called Frankenweenie in 1984 for Disney, 
which has now thrown its full marketing weight behind 
the new remake. The lesson here is that if you make 
enough money (all told. Burton's films have earned $1.7 
billion for various studios, including Disney), your failures 
will be forgiven eventually. (Disney did acknowledge its 
short-sightedness earlier, releasing the first Frankenweenie 
on videotape in 1994 and then putting it on the Nightmare 
Before Christmas DVD as an extra.) 

The 1984 Frankenweenie wasn't a failure, though; 
it was a charming tribute to the monster movies Burton 
grew up on (and this was before his career grew a little 
too long on charming tributes to the monster movies he 
grew up on). The new one — call it Frankenweenie 2.0 — 
pretty much tells the whole story of the earlier version, 
with some padding that gets a little tiresome but does 
produce more monsters. Young Victor Frankenstein (voice 
of Charlie Tahan) obsesses over monster movies to the 
point of making his own, starring his beloved dog Sparky. 
One day. Sparky chases the wrong ball at the wrong time, 
and Victor loses his movie star and best friend. But not for 
long: Inspired by his science teacher (Martin Landau), Vic- 
tor brings Sparky back to life on a dark and stormy night. 

There are a couple of sad moments for dog lovers, 
especially those who have dug their share of tiny graves. 
But overall this is a comedy; Sparky doesn't come back 
as a monster — he comes back as the same Sparky, except 
that his tail or his ear occasionally falls off ('T can fix that" 
is Victor's refrain), and he needs to be "topped up" with a 



I jolt of electricity every so often. I have 
to say I prefer the original version, not 
only because it felt fresher at the start 
of Burton's career, but because it was 
shorter and didn't succumb to sub- 
plots. Here, we get complications when 
other kids in Victor's class find out 
about Sparky, and they want to learn 
Victor's secret so they can win the 
school's science fair. We don't really 
care if they succeed or fail; it's just a distraction from what 
should be the main event, in which the townspeople, hor- 
rified, corner Sparky at a windmill, just like old times. 

The windmill in the original short was a small 
windmill at a mini-golf course. Here it's a real windmill, 
and Victor has to run up endless stairs to save his neigh- 
bor Elsa (Winona Ryder) from a hybrid cat /bat as the 
windmill burns down around them. It reminded me of the 
entirely unnecessary fight at the end of Burton's Edward 
Scissorhands, which felt as if Burton had internalized all 
the studio notes he got on Batman. You gotta have a bang- 
up finish, kiddo! But the tiny windmill in the original had 
so much more charm; you knew Burton didn't have the 
budget to build and burn down a big windmill, so he im- 
provised. In stop motion, you can do anything (and let's 
have a round of applause for Trey Thomas, the animation 
director here), and some of the additions are inspired — I 
enjoyed the re-animated turtle who becomes a sort of non- 
flying Camera — but some of it nudges our ribs a little too 
hard. Hey, remember Gremlins? How about Jurassic Park? 

I suppose we should be thankful there isn't a 
dancing number (no numbers at all, actually, except for 
some simpy end-credits song sung by Karen O). As long 
as it stays with the friendship of Victor and Sparky, Fran- 
kenweenie is fine. The look and tone are — say it with me 
now — a Charming Tribute to the Monster Movies Tim 
Burton Crew Up On, same as Nightmare Before Christmas 
and Corpse Bride and Sleepy Hollow and many others. The 
thing is, Disney should' ve had more faith in this premise 
back in 1984, when it mattered, instead of shocking it back 
to a bigger life now, after we've seen Burton return to this 
cob webbed well again and again and again. It's been said 
before, but Burton is almost ready for his own amusement 
park — Burtonworld, home of dozens of lovable misfits, 
land of sportively macabre imagery. Frankenweenie passes 
87 minutes nicely, but apparently the 54-year-old Burton 
doesn't have much more to say with this story than the 
26-year-old Burton did. That's a little dispiriting.

each year in San Diego, Nixon develops three different 
melodies while exploring a number of different tempos 
and moods. The Korean folk song ''Arirang/' which the 
composer heard while in Korea with the U.S. Army in 
the late 1950s, is set to five different variations in John 
Barnes Chance's ''Variations on a Korean Folk Song."
